It is noted that in the 
mentioned communication, the clerk has indicated that claim 12 does not have a 
status indicator. 

In response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment of 7/21/2004, applicant 
has filed a set of claims in which applicant has provided a status indicator for 
claim 12. 

2) The amendments of 6/30/04 and the set of claims filed on 8/2/2004 are 
reviewed by the Examiner in charged and the following problems are noticed and 
need to be corrected and clarify by the applicant. 
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First, claim 35 does not iiave a status indicator. 

Second, in claim 38, the status indicator is incompleted. In other words, in 
claim 38, the status indicator as stated by "original)" is not accepted. 
Third, it is noted that applicant has amended the specification by adding a 
paragraph with reference number thereof [0048] in which paragraph, 
applicant has provided a list of claims, i.e. claims 1-40. The addition of the 
paragraph [0048] has brought an unclear problem to the claims. In other 
words, it is unclear which set of claims, i.e., the set of claims in the 
paragraph [0048] or the set of claims as filed in 8/2/2004 is the claims of the 
present application. 

Applicant should note that if the set of claims as filed on 8/2/2004 are the 
claims of the application then applicant must amend the specification in 
the paragraph [0048] to delete the claims as provided in the mentioned 
paragraph. Applicant should note that the specification cannot refer to the 
claims for the purpose of providing information and details of the 
invention.
